RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the Office of Illinois Secretary of State Jesse White runs one of the largest and most 
successful organ and tissue donor programs in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, more than 5.5 million Illinoisans have joined the donor registry managed by Illinois 
Secretary of State Jesse White’s office; and 

WHEREAS, Gift of Hope Organ and Tissue Donor Network serves as the federally designated not-for- 
profit Organ Procurement Organization (OPO) that coordinates organ and tissue donations and services to 
families of donors in the northern three quarters of Illinois and northwest Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, Donate Life Illinois is a coalition of donation-related agencies responsible for organ, tissue, 
eye, blood and marrow donation, education and organ donor registration; and 

WHEREAS, through its partnership with other donation related agencies in Illinois in Donate Life 
Illinois educates Illinoisans about the importance of registering as an organ and tissue donor; and 

WHEREAS, the need is critical more than ever to donate organs for transplants in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, currently more than 110,000 men, women and children in our country, including nearly 
5,000 in Illinois, are waiting for lifesaving organ transplants; and 

WHEREAS, of all patients awaiting transplants more than 76,000 individuals are waiting nationwide for 
kidney transplants, including more than 4,000 in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, minorities make up more than half of the patients on the national waiting list for organ 
transplants of which 29% are African American and 17% are Hispanic; and 

WHEREAS, African Americans experience kidney failure more often than any other race and make up 
35% of those 76,000 awaiting kidney transplants; and 

WHEREAS, 4.5 million lives are saved each year through blood transfusions and 40,000 pints of blood 
are used daily in the United States, Illinoisans are encouraged to donate blood because organ and tissue 
transplantation cannot take place without blood donation; and 

WHEREAS, an average of 18 people die nationwide each day due to the growing and critical shortage of 
donated organs for transplant; and

WHEREAS, caring Illinois families have consented to give the gift of life through organ and tissue 
donation at the death of a loved one; and 

WHEREAS, thousands of men, women and children in Illinois and their families have celebrated new 
life through organ and tissue donations; and 

WHEREAS, donated organs may be transplanted across racial and ethnic groups, kidney transplantation 
requires compatibility in genetic makeup which plays a significant role in the degree to which a match 
exists between the organ donor and the transplant recipient; and 

WHEREAS, there is no cost to donate organs or tissues. The cost associated with the recovery of organs 
and tissue, laboratory testing and other donation services are normally covered by the recipients and/or 
their medical companies; and 

WHEREAS, an estimated one in 20 Americans will need some type of medical tissue transplant during a 
lifetime. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that I, Toni Preckwinkle, Cook County Board President 
along with the Board of Commissioners do hereby congratulate and salute Illinois Secretary of State Jesse 
White’s Office, the Gift of Hope Organ and Tissue Donor Network and Donate Life Illinois for leading 
the charge on promoting and coordinating awareness on organ and tissue donations; and

WHEREAS, the Preservation Compact is an initiative formed by the MacArthur Foundation, the Urban 
Land Institute - Chicago and other partners to research and address the dwindling supply of affordable 
multi-family rental housing in all of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the Housing Authority of Cook County is already a partner of the Regional Housing 
Initiative - along with five other public housing agencies, the Illinois Housing Development Authority 
and the Metropolitan Planning Council - and is already providing operating subsidies to mixed-income 
housing that advances the Housing Endorsement Criteria of the Metropolitan Mayors Caucus; and 

WHEREAS, studies have shown that the supply of rental housing throughout the Cook County region is

AMENDMENT TO TAXING DISTRICT DEBT DISCLOSURE ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 2, Article IV Officers 
and Employers, Division 4 Treasurer, Section 2-243 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as 
follows: 

Sec. 2-243. Taxing district debt disclosure. 

a. Definitions. 

Audited financial statements , current debt , current liabilities, long term debt and long term 
liabilities shall have the same meanings as defined by Generally Accepted Accounting Principles, as 
promulgated from time to time^ by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants* and shall 
conform with the accounting principles and auditing standards generally accepted in the United States. 

Taxing District shall have the same meaning as defined by 35 ILCS 200/1-150. 

Total Pension Liability shall mean the sum total of all liabilities of a Taxing District in respect of 
the pension and retirement obligations of such Taxing District. 
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Total Unfunded Pension Liability shall mean the sum total of all unfunded liabilities of a Taxing 
District in respect of the pension and retirement obligations of such Taxing District. 

(b) Duty of Taxing Districts to disclose all debt. Each Taxing District shall, on or before the last 
Tuesday in December, provide to the Office of the Cook County Treasurer, in the electronic format 
required by Office of the Cook County Treasurer, a full, complete, unabridged and unedited copy of such 
Taxing District's most recent , full, complete, unabridged and unedited, audited financial statement (along 
with any and all auditor's notes and comments on such audited financial statements), including but not 
limited to the accompanied by such Taxing District’s written disclosure of any and all actual or contingent 
the following information : 

(i) - current debt; 

(ii) - current liabilities; 

(hi)- long term debt; 

(iv)- long term liabilities; 

(y)( l) sum total of all debts and liabilities from such audited financial statements); 

(vi){2) sum total of gross tax levy for the most recent tax year; and 

(vh)(3) gross operating budget revenue for the most recent fiscal yean; 

(4) Total Pension Liability; 

(5) Total Unfunded Pension Liability, which shall be denoted as a separate line item below 
Total Pension Liability; 

( 6) name of the chief elected official of the Taxing District; and 

(7) if the Taxing District is a county, city, village, or incorporated town, the current total 

population of such Taxing District, 

(c) In the event that a Taxing District does not have an audited financial statement for the most recent 
fiscal year, such Taxing District shall in lieu thereof provide to the Office of the Cook County Treasurer 
the most recent unaudited financial statement of such Taxing District, provided in all events that such 
unaudited financial statement shall include disclosures of the subject Taxing District’s actual or 
contingent current debt, current liabilities, long term debt and long term liabilities. A Taxing District, 
whose audited financial statements are included and/or consolidated in the audited financial statements of 
another taxing district Taxing District , is not required to separately provide the required audited financial 
statements in the event said other taxing district Taxing District is in compliance with the requirements of 
this Ordinance. 
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(d) Independent of the duty of Taxing Districts to make annual disclosures pursuant to subsection (b) 
above, within 60 days following the effective date of this Ordinance each Taxing District shall provide to 
the Office of the Cook County Treasurer, in the electronic format required by the Office of the Cook 
County Treasurer, a written disclosure containing the information required under subsections (b)(4), 
(b)(5), (b)(6) and (b)(7) above. 

fe4( e) Duty of Treasurer to make available disclosure of debt. The Office of the Cook C ounty Treasurer 
shall: 


(1) Create an electronic repository for the storage of all financial disclosures made by such 
taxing districts Taxing Districts : and T 

(2) Shall cause Cause to be published on each regularly issued real estate tax bill the website 
address which provides electronic access to taxpayers and other interested parties of such 
financial disclosures by such taxing districts Taxing Districts. 

(f) Publication of disclosures. The Office of the Cook County Treasurer may, in the sole discretion 
of the Cook County Treasurer: 


(1) Publish, on the Cook County Treasurer’s official website, the names of any Taxing 
Districts that have failed to comply fully with the requirements of this Ordinance; and 

(2) Publish from time to time (but in no event more frequently than twice per calendar year) 
in one or more newspapers having a circulation within Cook County (i) any disclosures 
provided by Taxing Districts pursuant to this Ordinance and/or (ii) the names of any 
Taxing Districts that have failed to comply fully with the requirements of this Ordinance. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be effective on February 1, 2011.
